Madison, Jan. 6—The state board of 


health held its annual meeting yester- 
day and today. 
Dr. Solon Marks, of 


Milwaukee, was reelected president, and 
several measures which the legislature 
will probably be asked to pass, were dis- 
cussed. One of these bills is the result 
of some study which the board has been 
making,of the defectiveness of the water 
supplies of Wisconsin cities. 


The recent decision of the "supreme 


court that the Ashland Water company 
could not bo held liable in damages for 
deaths caused by the poisoned water 
which was, it was alleged, supplied to 
the city through the company's mains, 
was one of the incidents which has 
brought the question to a climax. Since 
water companies are not liable for sup- 
plying infected water to the people of 
cities, the board will suggest that a stat- 
ute be passed requiring that -the plans 
of every water supply system must be 
submitted to and be approved by the 
state board of health before being put 
in. 
Such a bill was introduced two- 


years ago, but was defeated. 


The customary emergency fund 
of 


$50,000 will be asked from the legisla- 
ture as a resource from which to 'fight 
cholera,, should it attack the state. This 
fund has never been used, but the board 
desire to have it to use in emergency. 


The board decided to make a strong 


effort in an educational way to secure 
universal vaccination, especially of school 
children. This is considered especially 
important in view of the threatened epi- 
demic of small-pox. The board also de- 
cided to revive the diphtheria pamphlet 
which it issues.
